Unlimited  bids  will  be  accepted  and  usually  insure  getting  the  coin  desired  at 
lowest  possible  price.  They  should  be  sent  in  immediately  on  receiving  the  cata¬ 
logue.  Every  issue  I  receive  many  such  bids  which  come  too  late,  as  some  other 
collector  has  got  in  ahead  of  them.

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Numismatic  Chatter 


There  was  nothing  spectacular  about  the  September 
sale.  There  were  less  bid  sheets  than  usual,  but  the 
individual  shipments  averaged  much  larger  than 
usual,  which  meant  less  work  for  me.  I  suspect  half 
of  my  patrons  were  away  on  vacations,  as  August  is 
even  more  popular  as  a  vacation  month  than  July. 

Several  v/rote  about  the  convention  and  the  opinion 
seemed  to  be  that  the  auction  was  a  good  one,  lasting 
to  midnight  or  after,  and  that  dealers  got  most  of  the 
material.  Evidently  my  dealer  friends  are  not  worry¬ 
ing  over  the  stock  ma,rket  crash  or  anything  else  as 
their  sales  are  still  tops  and  they  are  buying  all  choice 
material  in  sight  right  over  collectors’  bids  and  are 
satisfied  it  is  a  good  investment,  as  likely  it  is. 

Gold  coins  are  still  a  leader  in  my  sales  and  again 
dealers  buy  them  as  well  as  collectors.  Half  my  dollar  volume  in  last  sale  was  gold. 
Several  collectors  have  written  they  have  gold  to  sell  but  if  they  just  bought  it 
within  the  past  year  I  do  not  want  it  as  I  am  no  wizard. 

I  prefer  to  sell  coins  for  collectors  who  bought  them  10  to  25  years  ago  or  more. 
The  chap  who  is  buying  coins  today  and  then  wants  me  to  sell  them  at  a  profit,  I 
have  no  use  for,  as  I  prefer  satisfied  patrons.  The  dates  that  are  having  spectacular 
rises  in  prices  are  very  few  in  number  but  there  is  a  gradual  rise  in  prices  all  along 
the  line  which  is  largely  due  to  tlie  increased  interest  in  Numismatics,  both  here 
and  abroad. 

Mr.  Coffin  of  New  York  has  sent  me  his  latest  book  just  out  on  Coins  of  the 
Popes.  166pp,  cloth  bound,  16  full  page  plates.  The  very  first  day  I  had  it  I  had 
to  consult  it  on  some  Papal  Coins  I  was  working  on  that  were  undated.  The  book 
sells  for  $3.50  and  I  shall  carry  them  in  stock. 

My  first  month  in  the  Florida  home  brought  numerous  visitors.  As  one  well 
known  collector  said,  we  have  so  few  dealers  in  coins  in  this  part  of  the  XJ.S.A.  it 
will  be  a  treat  to  come  in  and  browse  around  once  in  a  while.  If  I  have  work  I 
must  get  out,  I  just  turn  the  visitor  loose  in  a  room  with  a  good  table.  I  have  four 
rooms  in  my  office  now  which  includes  11  cabinets  full  of  specimens,  some  220 
drawers,  three  tables,  plenty  of  microscopes,  for  the  users  of  same  and  everything  as 
handy  as  a  pocket  in  a  shirt.  My  library  of  books  is  also  a  treat  to  the  collector 
who  has  not  much  invested  in  them.  He  usually  goes  away  with  some  new  ideas. 

No  matter  how  hot  it  is  in  the  sun  down  here  in  the  summer,  those  tropical 
breezes  from  the  big  Tampa  Bay  and  Gulf  of  Mexico  blow  through  your  whiskers, 
and  you  are  at  peace  with  all  the  world.  The  trouble  with  the  average  Northerner 
down  here  is  he  tries  to  wear  too  many  clothes.  When  he  gets  down  to  wearing 
just  a  nice  striped  pair  of  thin  panties  like  the  other  sex  wears  (I  am  told)  he 
loves  the  weather.  And  you  see  many  dressed  like  that.  Some  even  go  barefoot, 
and  many  natives  wear  no  more  than  Mahatma  Gahnda  of  India. 

You  must  not  compare  Florida  with  any  other  state  in  the  union.  Of  course  the 
democrats  are  the  same,  many  of  them  trying  to  get  a  good  connection  with  the 
pipe  line  leading  to  the  XJ.S.A.  treasury,  but  I  pay  little  attention  to  people  as  such. 
My  eyes  are  mostly  on  nature,  the  200  known  varieties  of  palms  of  which  many 
are  in  St.  Pete.  I  have  one  in  my  front  yard,  a  tall  smooth  bark  chap  “Cocos 
plumosa”  if  you  want  to  study  him  up.  There  are  more  kinds  of  trees  and  shrubs 
in  Florida  than  any  other  state.  The  1,500  miles  of  shoreline  draw  many  people 
of  all  classes. 

Florida  is  the  same  size  as  Italy.  It  has  about  five  million  people  and  Italy  45 
million  and  Italy  is  all  mountains  and  Florida  is  flat.  You  see  at  that  rate  there  is 
room  here  for  forty  or  fifty  million  people  some  day.  Only  one-tenth  of  the  area 
has  ever  seen  a  plow.  Henry  Ford  once  said,  a  third  of  the  people  in  our  country 
could  live  hear  cheap  and  enjoy  it.
